The following message was received from His Excellency the Governor 
by the secretary of state Mr E. A. Webster. 


EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 
TuscaLoosa, November 17, 1835. 
Fellow Citizens of the Senate and of the House of Refaresentatives: 

In meeting you on the present occasion, it cffords me the highest gratification to 
inform you, that. during the past year, the State hascontinued to advance towards 
the high and enviable prosperity which her destiny seems to have provided for her, 
with the same rapid and steady march, that has marked, successively, every year of 
her existence. Tempted by her fertile soil, her salubrious climate and commerciat 
position, the emigration from other States has been such as to give her an unusual ac- 
cession of population, of wealth and intelligence. ; 

The provision crop has been quite as abundant asin former years, and the cotton 
crop, though somewhat injured by the early frosts, will considerably exceed that vf 
the last season. 

With the exception of a few districts upon the large water courses, cur citizens 

hae enjoyed their usual govd health, 

All our public institutions continue to flourish, and to promise the benefits that 
were anticipated from them at the period of their establishinent. The laws generally 
have been impartially administered and faithfully executed. And in fine, to whatev- 
er we extend our inquiries, we find a growing, happy anc prosperous people. 

Our lot, indeed has been cast in a delightful region, in a land overfiowing with all 
the comforts and many of the luxaries of life-—in a land of mild and equal Jaws, and 
‘above all, of civil and religious liberty! 

In view of blessings thus profusely enjoyed and signally bestowed, the grateful ming 
cannot perform a more pleasing duty, than to tura with thanksgiving and devotion to 
their great and merciful author, ae 

At-an early period after the last adjournment of the Legislature, the commissioners 
appcinted by the act to establish a Branch of the State Bank at Huntsville, sold to $, 
D. Beers, and Co. certificates of State stock on bonds, to the amount of two hundred 
and fifty thousand dellars at par, It was deemed advisable to sel} at this rate, to en- 
able the bank to commence its operations with as little delay as possible, in order to 
afford the people in that highly commercial and flourishing section of the State, the 
banking faculties which had been extended te others. and which they so much needed, 
No offers were made for the balance of tie stock, which the commissioners thought 
proper te accept, and I appointed an agent to sell it in the eastern cities in part in 
£urope, upon such terms as would be most fovorable and advantageous to the interest 
of the State. 

Col. William R. Hallet of Mobile, was selected to execute this trust; who, from 
his extensive acquaintance with capitalists, both in the United States and in Europe, 
and his high standing as a merchant, was considered as peculiarly qualified to effect 
asale cepon the best terms, He did not meet with such offers in Liverpool or London, 
as in his judgment should induce him to dispose of the bonds, and he returned to New 
York some time in the last month, ‘here is yet some expectation that he will con- 
clude a favorable contract there, and I shall probably be able, in a few days, to com- 
municate to the Legislature the result of his negotiations. 

According to the requirements of the act of 10th January last, I employed D. H. 
Bingham, lsq. a gentleman of high reputation, as an engineer, ‘to svrvey and accer- 

lain the most eligible route for a rail road, from the mouth of Beaver creek to We- 
aumpka falls.” This work has been done faithfully, it is believed, and the engineer 


* 
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wili be prepared, in afew days, to lay beforé ydu a correct map of the survey, and art 
estimate of the probable cost of the road. . ; 

Upon a review of the act, after the adjournment of the General Assembly, I found 
that its object could not be accom plished, without advancing a suffi of iffoney to defray’ 
in part, the heavy expenses that would be necessarily incurred itt the prosecution of 
the work, and accordingly I agreed to pay Mr Bingham five hundred dollars when 
he shoufd commence his survey, andthe like sum of five hundred dollars in three 
months thereafter. These payments have been made, and he is to look to the Legis- 
ature for such farther sum as they may decin a jast compensation for his services. ~ 

In several former messages, I have called the attention of the General Assembly to 
the obstructions which the falls in the Coosa river interposed in its navigation, and to 
the necessity of obviating them, either by deepening the channel, or by constructing a 

rail road. I beg leave again to urge the claims Which our fellow citizens, in this in- 
teresting section of the state have to legislativé munificence. They are strongly and 
powerfully recommended, as well by the real difficulties of their situation, as by the 
immense benefits that would result in a pecuniary and commercial point of view, from 
establishing an unimpeded intercourse with the city of Mobile. 

A majority of the trustees of the University failed to attend at the time appointed for 
the annuat meeting of the Board. ‘Those who were present felt and yielded to the ne- 
cessity of passing several ordinances and resolutions, and of making some appoint- 
meuts; without which the College exercises, of the present session, could not have 
been carried on. Many important matters, in relation to the fiscal condition and oth- 
er affairs of the institution required attention; which with the consent of the members 
present, induced the president of the faculty to invite a meeting of the board, to be 
held on the second Monday ofthe present month. As yet no quorum has been form- 
ed, butit is expected that a majority will arrive here during the present week. 
"Those gentlemen who are present have prepared a report, which the law requires 
should be presented annually tothe General Assembly. It has been made with care 
and upon proper examination, and will be found to be as fuil and satisfactory as the 
materials at command, enabled them to make it- . 

The faculty have succeeded in surmounting the difficulties which, in some degree, _. 
are inseparable from the organization and first operations of all large institutions, like 1“ 
orr State University, and it is now in the most properous and flonrishing condition. 
At no former pericd has its discipline been so well established. The voung men are 
orderly in their deportment and pursue their studies with industry, diligence and at- 
tention. ‘Che utmost harmony prevails among the professors, and they are prompt 

and indefatigable in discharging the duties cf their respective departments. The 
number of students ts considerably larger than it has been at this season in any pre- 
ceeding year. Tho thorough course required to be taken at the University, will not 
fail to elevate the standard of education in eur country, and places it already on an 
equality with the best Colteges in the Southern and Western States; and its ample 
funds, with the protection which the Legislature will extend to it, will soon enable 
it to vie with ahy in the Union. 

There are nocertain means at my command, of ascertaining the precise situation, 
or the nature and extent of the operations of the State Bank and its several Branches. 
They will be disclosed in the reports which the ecommissioners of these institutions: 
will make to the two Houses of the General Assembly. It is believed however, that 
they ‘have been managed with prudence, and that the business of the Banks has been: 
so conducted estoextend to customers all the accommodation that was compatible: 
with this gaeat branch of public policy. . - 

As the great increase which, during the last few years, has been made in out bank- 
ing capital, will form an era in the history of our Legislation, it occurs, to me, that it 
presents a proper occasion for us to pause and to survey with caution, the new fieké 
we have somewhat hastily occupied, for the purpose of ascertaining whether it ts suffi~ 
ciently guarded at all points against the disasters that too often befal banking imstitu- 
tions. When our system of banking was commenced, the circumstances of the cour- 
try were highly favorable to the best results, and nothing more than ordinary pru- 
gence was required for its complete success. The demand for money was very large’ 
and the applications for loans numerous, rendering it impracticable for the the Bank 
with its small capital to issue one tenth of the amount desired. ‘The Directors there- 

_ fore, had it in their power at all times to select from the immense mass of paper of- 
` fored, such names only as were prompt and punctual in their payments and solvent in: 
their ciycumstances. The want of individual interest in those appointed to control its 
‘operations brought upon that feature of the charter the severest strictures, and its 
failure was confidently predicted. This evil foreboding has been disappointed, an& 
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the ihstitition has-been snecésstill even beyand the hopes of its friends; and what has 
been matter ¢f some surprise is, that this success should have been achieved by a di- 
rectory which his heen-sppointed with no special view to their business habits, to their 
knowledge of the sciente of banking, to their acquaintance with the tomplieated con- 
‘cerns of commerce, or to their familiarity with the still more important subject of for- 
eignand domestic exchanges, ‘This apparent paradox is to be accounted for by re- 
fererite ta the condition of the ceuntry and te the peculiar and favorable state of things 
before referred tn. Phe country now is in a sitaation very different from what it was 
in 1823, and the affairs of the bank and its branches have assumed an jm portance 
rom the great and sudden incresse of capital from one hundred thousand to upwards 
cf five millions af dollars, which inyposes on the Legislature the duty of adopting such 
mo le of appointing its agents and oflicers as willcommasd the most approved skih, 
prudence and@ability, Zt is oat of the question ta suppase that this immense sum can 
be profitably managed at the gsoints where the several branthes have been located, 
unless it be placed in charge of business men; and suth as have an extensive acquain- 
tance with the mercantile transactions uf the coantry. Iris believed that the present 
pian of electing the President and Directors, by joint vote of the two houses is defec- 
tive, aad I recommend that ali our bank charters be sa changed as to give the ap- 

paintment of these officers tothe Governor wih the sanction and approbation of the 
Senate. Since the late increase of members, the responsibility in making these elec- 
tions isso mach divided that itis scarcely felt, and K is onty nececessary to appeal to 
the experience especially of the ald members, to show that it has become the occasion 
ofactive, incessantand pressing @iectioneering, which interferes materially with the 
ordinary busizess of Legislatiougard has in many instances: o itroled general mexsures 
of the frst importance to the people. 

The change recommended aims oniy to introduee a principle of responsibility which 
dees not now exist. Jt is sanctioned and desired by the bese friends ofthe bank, and 
Zc iscorfidently believed, will remove the evils ta be apprehended, and place our 

shole banking system upon a surer and better foundation. The nominations made 
Ly the Gaverner will be enquired into, examined aad rigidly scrutinized, “Uhey will 
be approved by the people or condemned as they are correctly or improperly made, 
so that he will be held to a constant and strict respousibility. dt must be borne in 
ind that the Governor is as immediately the representative of the people, and as di- 
recily amenable to them as the members of the Legislatare, and that the proposed 
waiteraticn is as dcmocratic and republican in its character as the provisions scught to 
Be repealed. 

i beg leave to call the attention of the General Assembly to cur laws concerning in- 
ssivent debtors. The subject of imprisonment far duubt has for some time attracted 
the atiention of several states of the Uuion, and one of them has blotted fram her 
Statute book this adious remnant of feudal tyranny. The power of the credi rer 
huis unfortunate debtor had its origin in barbarous times, when miliary governments 
prevailed, and the favor which it has received im the United States, will not fail to 
he rezardcd by the future historian as a stain open the American escetcheon, Our. 
Jaws upon this subject, it is true, are comparatively mild, but still it is in the power 
of capricious and mercil.ss creditors, to annoy, to mortify and degrade those whose 
a:isforuines have rendered them unabie to pay their debts—olten better men and bet- 
fer eit zers than their persecutors. Weneed only appeal to experience to prove 
that this power of incarceration adds no security whatever to contracts for the pay- 
ment of money, and thatit serves enly to gratify the worst feelings of our nature. If 
a man commit fraud by concealment of his property or otherwise, it should be held as 
a criminal ofence and pruvished as such, Bat if he is willing to surrender his effects, 
athe is ready to give up ail he has in payment of his debts, it is an outrage upon all 
zhase principles of justice and humanity, which distinguish civilized from savage man 


. to permit any.precess in the first instance that deprives him of his liberty, and in 


fact inflicts upon him the punishment due only to malefactors. Kentucky has set a 
noble example to the other States. If Alabama cannot aspire to the glory of being 
foremost, let her strike high.and at once for the honor of bemg second in redeeming 
from this disgraceful thraldom the most sacred rights of man. 

Until now, I have not deemed it proper to urge upon the Legislatnre, the necessity 
of building ane furnishing a house for the acsommodation of the}Governcr. He is re- 
quired to reside at the seat of Government—is constantly acting in cischarge of his 
official duties, and to provide a residence suitable to the rank and dignity of his of ce 
and to the character of the State, would seem to be a measure of the most obvious 
propriety. Alabama has already risen to a high rank among the other republics of 
the Union, as well in relrtion to her public institations, as to her wealth and intelli- 
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gence; and the want of proper apartments for the Chief Magistrate has besome a sub- 
jest of complaint by may ef our intelligeut citizens and of invidious remark by stran- 
gers. Destitute as he now is of suitable accommodations, he cannot held the inter- 
course with his fellow-citizens which his public character requires, nor can he suita- 
bly represent the State, in transacting his business with foreigners and citizens of 
other States. & . s 7 

The dividing hue between this State and Georgia hns never boen designated, From. 
the very nature of the subject, itis destined to be the souree of unpleasant difficulties 
unless it be speedily adjusted, The boundary which Georgia has established for her- 
self w as marked without the approbation, and against the consent of Alabama, and 
consequently without any right or authority whatever. It cannot be regarded by the 
authorities of either State as the true line of division, unless in their opinion it has 
been traced in conformity with the articles of cession of 1802, „It is obvious, there- 
fore, that perplexing questions of jurisdiction must of necessity frequently occur, 
which in the end might interrupt the intercourse and ‘friendly relations, which has 
always so happily subsisted between the two States. Two years since, a proposi- 
tion was made to Georgia to submit this question to the umpirage of distinguished 
individuals not citizens of either State. This was not acceded to, owing as was al- 
ledged, to the lands in the disputed territory, “having been granted to her citizens, 
who would lose them entirely, ifthey should fall ‘ within the limits of this State, un- 
less Georgia would assume an indebtedness to the General Government equal totheir 
walue, ‘To obviate this difficulty and ta overcome-this objection, a memorial was 
adopted by our General Assembly, at their last session, asking Congress to relinquish 
zuch title as the United States 1siight have in these lands, which did not reach Wash- 
ington City in time for the action of that body previeus toits adjournment. Asthe 
success of the memorial is the only means likely to accomplish an amicable settle. 
ment of this controversy, it would be advisable and expedient to instruct our delega- 
tion to urge its consideration upon the national Legislature at the earliest practicabic 

eriod. 
p In my last annual message, I called your attention to the subject of Internal Im- 
provements and entered at some length upon the practical benefits that would result 
from establishing a Rail Road communication between the ‘Tennessee River and the 
waters of the Mobile bay. It was then demonstrated by actual calculation, that the 
loss which our planting interests sustained in the year 1833, for want of early access 
to the markets and from the high price of land transportation, exceeded two anda 
half millions of dollars! This fact of itself should determine the councils of the state 
to enter upon this great work without further delay. Nature has done much for Al- 
abama by intersecting it, almost every where, with fine navigable streams, affording 
facilities for the transportation of its preductions which few other countries enjoy; 
and this circumstance renders the fact somewhat remarkable: that no country would 
‘be more benefitted by a work, such as the one proposed. The truth is,its value is 
in exact proportion to the number of these streams and to the conveniencies which 
they dispense to aur planters, For instance, the railroad would lose greatly in im- 
portance, if deprived ef the immense trade furnished by east and middle Tennessee 
and western Wirginia, by means of the Tennessee river and its tributary streams. 
Tak from it the rich and valuable cargoes which freight the floating castles of this 
majestic stream, and the enterprise would be deprived of one ofits most valuable ob- 
jects. In like manner, the work which is intended-to bring the produce from the 
north eastern section of the State to Montgomery, would be of but little comparative 
use without the additional facilities afforded by the Alabama river. The very existence 
of navigable watercourses in any country, by diminishing their expence forms the 
main inducement for opening artificial channels of communication, The position, 
therefore, which is sometimes advanced,.that our navigation is already sufficient for 
all the purposes of trade, is highly absurd, and cannot be seriously urged by any who 
will devote to the subject the consideration which its real and intrinsic importance 
demands, When this measure was under considératien at the last session, it is not to 
be disguised, that it was retarded in its progress if not defeated, by sectional preju- 
dices and by what was improperly deemed conflicting interests. Jt may be safely 
> affirmed, that so far from the contemplated work being injurious to any portion of the 

State, it is impossible to imagine any improvement that would be so conducive to the 
general welfare. Itcannot be losated in every county, but its benefits will reach 
them all and its blessing will be seen and felt by every farmer in the State. The 
sweeping commercial tide that will flow through the heart of the country will send 
out its genial and vivilying streams iu every direction, giving life, activity and enter- 


prize to every hamlct, village and- town within our borders,

Alabama is now the largest cotton-growing State in the Union, and with the aid of 
the proposed work, Mobile will be the most extensive marketffor that staple south of 
New York. With the 250,000 bales which she would receive from North Alabama 
and Tennessee, and which would be deducted from the exportation at New Orleans, 
she would, in the article of cotton, at least, be the successful rival of the great City 
which has hitherto been the proud designation of “the emporium of the West.” A- 
ware of the effects which a connection of the Tennessee with the waters of the Mo- 
bile bay, would produce upon her commercial prosperity, she has cenceived the bold 
design of constructing a rail road from that city to Nashville, a distance of more than” 
five hundred miles, and her enterprizing citizens, with commendable zeal and activi- 
ty, have entered upon the first steps of this stupendous undertaking. Within the 
last year this subject has engaged the attention of our fellow citizens in various quar- 
ters and itis believed that they are fully convinced of its necessity and importance. 
Discussion has d‘splayed in a clear and forcible light the benefits which were perceiv-. 
ed and pointed out by its early friends. 

_ Thekey of our land locked coast is held by a foreign power, which exposes itin a 
peculiar manner to invasion, ‘Tennessee is a perpetual store house of all military 
supplies, and an immense and inexhaustable cantonment of the finest citizen soldiers 
an America, Let the proposed work be completed and you bring this State into the 
immediate vicinity of jour maratime frontier. Her supplies would be transported 
upon the shortest notice and at the cheapest rate; and her Pallant freemen would 
speed with the velocity of the winds to participate in the glerious privilege of meet- 
ing and repulsing an enemy who might venture to invade our shores, They would 
be ever ready to entwine around the brow of their jeader, laurels as fresh and as - 
blooming as was the wreathe they wove twenty years ago, for the most gallant and 
successful captain of the age, 

The people will hail with satisfaction any measures that may ensure a speedy con- 
struction of this work. Ifthe present opportunity is permitted to pass—if we allow 
other States to take from us this boon which promises so much for the character, 
prosperity and future prospects of the State, an injury will be inflicted on the country 
which will always be deplored, because it can never be repaired. 

The whole country has recently, been much agitated, by a disclosure of the meas- 
ures which have been adopted, and the attempts which have been made and are now 
. making, to interfere with and distroy the institution of slavery, as it exists in the 
South. The purpose of thisinterference, as avowed by its authors, is the immedi- 
ate abolition of slavery, at any hazard and by whatever means they may deem neces- 
sary to itsaccémplishment. ‘The expedient of sending to the. south, for distribu- 
tion among our slave population, immense numbers ot tracts, misrepresentations and 
pictures, calculated to render them dissatisfied with their condition and to incite 
them to rebellion against their masters, has been adopted as the readiest way to ip- 
troduce the bloody scenes of the drama which has been deliberately plotted for our 
sha and which, influeaced by the dark spirit of fanatacism; they are resolved to 
perform. 

This attempt tointerfere with an institution, peculiarly and entirely our own, 
which no power on earth can control without our consent, which existed previous to 
the formation of the constitution and has been sanctioned, ratified and confirmed by 
that instrument, has roused the whole South, as one man, to the highest pitch of in- 
dignation. They have becn moved almost simutaneously and without concert to hold 
large public meetings, and to adopt resolutions showing, that understanding their 
sights they are determined to maintain them as becomes freemen. Deeply and hor- 
ribly impressed with the shocking calamities that must attend a servile and domestie 
war, they will not permit the question of slavery to be discussed, since discussion will 
inevitably produce the evils they so much deprecate, : p 

Arthur Tappan and the infnriate demoniacs associated with him, as if intending to 
add to injury, gravely maintain, that the freedom of opinion and the liberty of the 
press, secured by our institutions, give them a warrant for overflowing this country 
with their licentious and incendiary publications, And in the very midst of the. ex- 
citement which has prevailed at the North; when our brethren, in that quarter were 
Joud and indignant in expressing their disapprobation of the reckless course of these 
fanatics, they appealed, in a printed and formal document, to the American people 
to sustain them, under the pretext of free discussion, in their efforts to light up our 
jJand by the midnight conflagration of our dwellings, and to effect the indiscriminate 
slaughter of our wives of eur sons and our daughters, 

Nothing is more to be regretted, than the attempts which have been made by par- 
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tisan newspapers to connect this subject with the contest that is new going on for the 
office of President of the United States. The politicians of the South who do not 
favor thé pretentions of a Northern candidate tor this high office, are charged with 
endeavoring to keep up and increase the abolition excitemént, with the foul design 
of dissolving the Union, while it is maintained, on the other hand, that the candidate 
allfided toisin favor. of the principles afd friendly tothe views of the Northern in- 
cendiaries. These mutual accusations are illiberal and unjust, because they are 
made witheut any proof whatever and it is believed have not the slightest foundation 
in.troth, They serve to show the bitterness of party spirit, and the unprincipled de- 
vicés to which editors of the present day will resort, for the purpose of proving their 
_ devotion to particular individuals. If the exertions of those whoare endeavoring to 
distract the councils and to paralize the efforts which the south are making to guard 
against the dangers ef the impending crisis, should be attended with success—if by 
threatening the people ef the slave holding states with the odium of a connexion with 
this or that political creed, they can induce any considerable portion of them to a- 
bandon or become indifferent toa cause in which their highest interests and their 
whole fortune are vitally at stake, they may succeed in making a President, but it is 
fearfnlly apprehend, that a dissolution of the Union will be among the early fruits of 
their victory; for no one of common discernment can doubt, that unless the Northern 
fanatics are prevented by timely measures from pursuing their mad career, this event 
will certainly and speedily take place. i 
We are told, that public sentiment in the North is'decidedly in our favor, and that 
the large and numerons public meetings which have been called throughout the non- 
slave-holding states, demonstrate that the majority is too overwhelming tobe resisted 
—that, with these favorable indications before us, we should not agitate this subject 
in the south, and that itis our duty to rely, for safety, upon the force of public opin- 
ion inthat quarter, Our Northern brethren deserve and will command our gratitude 
for the interest they have taken in our behalf, and there can be little doubt that the 
majority against the abolitionists is very large, but this reasoning is wholly erroneous 
and delusive, He who believes that fanaticism can be put down by public opinion, 
hasa very imperfect knowledge of human nature, and must be deaf to the lessons and 
admonitions of history. So far-ferm this being the case, the opposition to public opin- 
ion is the aliment, the fool that feeds, nourishes and sustains this dark and fiendish 
passion. Of this, no stronger proof could be offered than the success, with which 
the efforts of these false philantropists have been crowned, in opposition tọ the con- 
centrated force of public opinion throughout the Northern States. . Indeed they nev- 
er acquired any considerable notoriety until this opposition commenced. Under its 
heaviest pressure, if the information we have recived be correct, they have establish. 
ed 250 anti-slavery societies, and about thirty presses, from one of which, they send 
forth weekly, from twenty five to fifty thousand incendiary pamphlets, and other sim~ 
ilat publications, But a short while since, the whole population of the State of New 
York, seemed to be roused to a sense of the dangers threatened by the machinations 
of these societies, ‘The largest public meetings which had ever been convened, were 
speedily assembled, from which issued the most eloquent and burningjcondemnation of 
the abolitionists; and yet in the very face of these proceedings, iniposing as they un: 
doubtedly were, they have called a convention of their associates, form the several 
counties and districts in that state, and their leader Tappan and ethers, in numerous 
handbills, have announced their firm and unshaken purpose ofrenewing with increas- 
ed energy, their exertions in favor of immediate abolition. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that we blindly and ebstinately deceive ourselves, if we entertain the belief 
that public opinion, unaided by the streng sanctions of the law, will have any other 
effect than to strengthen the hands of this pangeoous and insidious enemy. It has 
been improperly admited by writers in the tSouth, who have engaged in discussing 
this subject, that the constitution and laws of the United States, in regard to fugitives 
from justice, do not authorize a demand for the delivery of those incendiaries, te the 
States whose laws they have violated. The opinion has been embraced under the 
erroneous impression, that the rules of strict construction, which, with great proprie- 
ty apply to certain parts of the constitution, must necessarily apply to all others» 
They do not appear to have observed the sbvious distinction, between those provis- 
ions of this instrument, which transfer powers to the.General Government, and those 
which confirm and enlarge the rights of the States as they existed previeut to its for- 
mation, When theStates achieved their independence, they had no rules to regu- 
late their intercourse with each other, but such.as could be derived from the law of 
nations, This law, as laid down by Vattel in relation to offenders is, that a sovereign 
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tought not te suffer his subjects to molest the subjects of others, or to do them ar 
injusy: much less should he permit them audacionsly te offend foreign powers. He 
ought to oblige'the guilty to repair the damage, if that be possible—to inflict upon 
him exemplary punishment, or in short, accerding to the nature and circumstances 
attending it, to deliver bim up to the offended State, there.to receive justice. The 
rule asstated by this eminent author was defective, as it left it too much in the pow- 
er of the State applied to, to judge of the nature of the crime, far which an offender 
should be delivered up, and as no mode of preceeding was specified, m making the 
demand, and no compulsory obligation imposed to ensure a com pliance with it, when 
made. Toremedy these defects, the constitution provides, that ‘a person charged 
in any State, with treason, felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice and be 
-found in another, shall, on demand of the executive authority of the State from which 
he fled, and be removed to the State having jurisdiction of the crime,’ It is contended 
that by this clause, unless a man actually flee, runaway or voluntarily go into another 
State, he cannot be demanded by the Governor of the State in which his crime was 
committed. The expression flee, isnot as comprehensive as others that might have 
been employed, but, as the great object of this provision wasto secure the punish- 
ment of offenders, and thereby preserve the harmony of the States, according to all 
the known rnles of construction, it should be taken in the sense in which it was used 
by the framers of the Constitution. The word flee as it occurs in this clause is sy- 
nonymous with the word evade. It would be trifling with the dignity and importance 
of the subject, to confine this expression strictly to its literal meaning, fer it would 
lead to the absurd conclusion, that if an offender leaves the State by any means what- 
ever, without his consent, he could not be demanded or surrendered up to the justice 
of our Jaws. Suppose the case of a man guilty of murder here, who isconveyed by 
force to Georgia, and is tried and acquitted’ for supposed offences against the 
laws ofthat State. He chooses aiterwards to reside in Georgia, and according to the 
position assumed, cannot be demanded of the executive, for he did not flee from 
justice, if to flee is a voluntary act. This provision of the constitution should rceive 
the most liberal construction, for the reason that it isin favor of the rights of the 
States, and because, without such construction, they will be deprived of the power 
-of self protection. It is undoubtedly true, that the States of the Union, in atl their 
reserved rights, occupy to each other the relaticn.of independent sovereignties, and 
any one of them has the right to demand redress and satisfaction for injuries done by 
the others or by their citizens. But having expressly relinquished the power to en- 
ter into treaties, grant letters of niarque and reprisal, &c- the only means to which re- 
sort can be had to secure the obligations which exist between independent States, we 
should, if we rely on the rational code, be restricted simply to the privilege of pre- 
ferring our complaints without ‘the power of enforcing them. Influenced by the 
views herein expressed, I have transmitted to the Governor of New York, a copy of 
an indictment, found by the Grand Jury of Tuscaloosa county at their late session, a- 
gainst one of these incendiary editors, by the name of Williams, accompanied with a 
-demand for his delivery for trial to the authorities of this State, From the high 
character of the Chief Magistrate of New York, from his known attachment to the 
-Union and the jast and liberal views he entertains towards the institutions and - peo- 
pie of the South, there is no doubt that he will examine the subject with the most 
favorable dispositions, and with a sincere desire to render impartial justice, and to ar- 
rive ata correct interpretation of the constitution. After all, the question is rendered 
doubtful, as many persous in the South, respectable fer intelligence and political re- 
search, have published opinions different from mune, and it is not improbable that 
these opinions will be embraced by our Northern brethren, Such are the perils of 
our situation—the dangers by which we are surrounded, that it is certainly the part 
of wisdom and prudence not to rest our case on any doubtful issue. We should look 
to those measures of safety and resort to them at onee, which will place us beyond 
the reach of these unprincipled fanatics. Should the right to demand them, be ad- 
titted, it may well be qustioned whether that would protect us against the evils of 
which we complain. As the evidence to be brought against them will have to be 
collected in the States where their schemes and machinations are prepared, it would 
be difficult, if not impracticable, to convict them, according to the rules which have 
~been laid down in criminal prosecutions, for the security and protectien of the citizen. 
It is believed, therefore, that no remedy short of severe penal statutes, passed by tle 
States where slavery does not exist, will be effectual for our relief. They them- 
selves entertain no doubt of their right to pass these laws, and they are called up- 
‘@1to do so, by the solemn bebests of the constitution, by- the noble efforts of our 
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ancestors for independence, and by the blessings we all derive from our glorious 
and happy Union. ; 

As a new administration is about to commence, under the auspices of a gen- 
' tleman, whose well tried public services, and known devotion to the State, with 

‘an intimate acquiantance with all its variousinterests, have justly secured for him 

the confidence of avery large majority of his fellow-citizens, I have deemed it 
proper to leave open, almost the entire field of internal policy, which I presume 
he will occupy in a message he will probably communicate, ina few days, after he 
‘ enters upon the duties of his office. | 

In terminating my political connexion with the people of Alabama, I beg leave to 
return my great acknowledgements, or the distinguished marks of favor and confi- 
dence, with which they have horored me, with but few short intervals for the last 
seventeen years, t : i 

It is painful to reflect that these have not been repaid, by the exertion of more 
talent, than it has fallen to my lot to possess, and by abler services than it wasin my 
power to render, Many errors I have doubtless committed, and I ask for them the 
indulgence due to the integrity of purpose, and a sincere desire to promete the inter- 
est, happiness and prosperity of the State. The difficulties of the station from which 
I am retiring, have net been few. The country hasbeen shocked, during the last 
four years, by political strifes, and agitations, that threatened the most serious con- 
sequences. I have not failed to scund the approach of danger whenever it made its 
oe and have endeavored to meet the tempest with the firmness demanded 
by its perils. i 

Yit anae but be a source of pleasure to usall that amidst the storms which have 

passed over in frightful and rapia succession, Alabama has been steadily advancing 
to her present enviable prosperity. But we must ascribe it to the goodness of Provi- 
dence, and tothe wisdom of her councils. Iclose this communication by tendering 
to the General Assembly my sincere thanks for the kindness and courtesy{which have 
always characterized their intercourse with this department.

or, by Mr E. A A. Webster, Secretary of State. 
EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
Ss ` f Friday, November 27, 1885. 
Fellow- Citizen of the “Senate. and House of Representatives: 

One of the first dutids required of the Executive, by our constitution, is to commu- 
nieate to you such information, of the state of the government, as he may possess, 
and recommend to your consideration such measures as he may deem expedient.— 
The performance of this duty. has been rendered less necessary, on my part, by the 
able communication, which you have already received from my distinguished prede- 


cessor, On some subjects, however, which he doubtless deemed worthy of vour con- 
sideration, he has thought proper to be silent, for reasons, of which you are fully ap- 
prized; and some of those embraced ia bis inessage’are of such deep interest to the. 
community, that Z skall be excused for présenfing such. views, aS I entertain in refer- 
encé to them, however little aid. you may derive from them, = : 

Amongst the verious matter, interesting, to our constituents, which claim your at- 
tention and invite your most serious deliberation, none can be regarded more impor- 
tant, than the attempts recently made by certain cornbinations of individuals, mainly 
of the Northern and Middle States, to produce an immediate abolition of slavery. - It 
isnot a little singular that these attempts are made ‘by those, who~have ne interest, 
whatever, in the subject; who are under no sort of responsibility for ifs continuance, 
and who haveno practical knowledge of the mode of sits existence. With very-few 
cxceptions, those concerned are citisens.of States, where slavery does net exist, who 
do nol, and never did, own such properiy, andwho are wholly ignorant of the treat- 
ment of our slaves, from personal observation. ~~ ee kee 

It js not my purpose to discuss any abstract question, involved in ‘this subject, It 
would be conceding too much; nay, it would be degrading to ug? as freemen, con- 
scious of our rights, to admit te Le debateable, or suffer ourselves to` be ealled on to 
answer, the question-—whether slavery ‘be right, or wrong? It is enédugh for.us that 
the guestion is our owns not theirs. ‘Tt is sufficient for us, that the’ Federa] compact 
has left the subject exclusively, and entirely to the legislation, and jurisdiction of the 
respective States, in all respects whatever. So far from ‘the éxistence of any sem- 
blance of right in others, to interfere with the subject, slavery is recognized, as legiti- 
mate, by the constitutions and itis expréssly stipdlated in the ‘second section of the 
fourth article, that ‘No person eld ‘to servicé oF labor in one -State, under the laws 
theicof, escaping into another, shall in consequunce GE any law or regulation therein, 
be discharged from such service or labors but skall be delivered ufi, on claim of the 
party, to whom such service or labar.may be due,” Thus, not only did thé illustri- 
ous framers of eur constitution leave the subject where it had been, from the founda- 
tion of the several colonial governments, as a matter of exclusive, domestic policy but 
bound each State, and the people thereef, ly the most solemn compact, to co-operate 
with the citizens of every other State, antite aid them, in the-enforcement of such 
right of property. Hence, it would be an indisputable violation of thé fundamental 
law of the Union, for the constitufed authorities of, any one of the States-to interfere 
with the policy of another, in regard te such persons as are bound toservice, or labor, 
by its laws; and it cannot be perceived that it would’be Tess inconsistent with good 
faith, or with the spirit of the compact, for the government of & State to suffer its 
citizens, individually, or Ly organizing themselves into assoviations, or socicties, to de 
the same thing. Mee 6 le tees tect: Sate 

Actuated by that spirit of congiliation, "and fraternal fe¢ling which influenced our 
fathers in the formation of: our contederacy, and the adoption of our justly boasted 
constitutlon, itiste be expected that such measures will be taken by our sister States, 
as will effectually repress and restrain all attempts by their citizens, separate or com- 
bined, to excite sedition or rebellion, amongst ahy class ef our popniation, Indeed, 
it is gratifyiag to belicve, from all the indications of public sentiment inthe non-slave- 
holding States, which we have seen iy the numerous.and highly respectable meetings 
of the people, that they entertain a just sense of ous righis and their obligations; and 
that they feel for our Union that high vqnération, and that patriotit devotion, which 
are indispensable to its perpetuity. They have every where’ acknowledged the con- 
stitutional guaranty, under which we hold that species éf our property; have disclaim- 
edall right, or power, to intermeddle with‘it..directly or indirectly; and have de- 
nounced, as seditious and incendiary, fhe efforts which have been, ang are being 
made, against the security of our rights, by réckless and-fanatical individuals, under 
the hypocritical mask of religion and philanthropy, {f this jast, and’ friendly spirit 
should continue to prevail among the people of those ‘States, and preside over their 
legislative deliberations, we .may soon dismiss all apprehension of danger, from that 
source, and Jook forward to the happiest results; . .. ° st : 

But, notwithstanding the well founded ‘expectation, that our brethren will be mind- 
ful of the grave and important obligations they owe us, as members’ of tlre’same con- 
federacy, it behooves us to dischargé our duty to cursélves,’ . It is always desirable, as 
far as practicable, and consistent with that first principle of ous nature—seif* preser- 
vation—to rely on the law, and its 1:egularly constituted tribunals for our security, and 
the administration of justice. Hence, I would, respectfully, but earnestly, a careful 
examination and revision of our statuary provisions in regard to slaves, their crimes 
and the mode of their trial and punishment; as well as the most scrupulous attention 
ts such provisions, as relatet those, who would excite them to rebellion, or insur- 
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rection, or even discontent with their situation. It is apprehended that one of the 
principal defects will be found to exist in reference to crimes, which have their in- 
ception, but not their consummation, and whose chief perpetrators reside beyond the 
limits of our own State. The strict rule, which governs the construction of penal! 
statutes, might render it difficult to convict or to sustain a conviction, against an in- 
habitaut of another State, still remaining there, who writes, prints, publishes, or sents 
forth for distribution within our own limits such productions as excite, or have a’ten- 
dency to excite our slaves to insprrection, or rebellion. The mere fact that an indi- 
vidual, who writes, prints, or sends forth for distribution, through the mails, or oth- 
erwise, an article having a seditious, or insurrectionary tendency, resides or does the 
inceptive act beyond our limits, is, in my opinion, perfectly immaterial, both in de- 
termining its grade, and our power to punishthe crime. The motive, the act, and 
its consequences determine the character of the offence, and although the intention 
may be conceived, and the act partly done elsewhere, it has its consummant on and 
its effects here. $ a person standing beyond, were to shoot and kill, a citizen with- 
in, the limits of our State. with malice aforethought, would it not be murder? ‘he 
habitations of some of our citizens-are very near our boundaries: Suppose an incen- 
diary to throw. a torch frem a position within Georgia, Tennessee, or Mississippi, 
and set on fire, and eonsume one of their mansions, would it net be arson? But cne 
answer can be given to those questions, by any being of intelligence. If an jndividu- 
al, or a number of individuals, of another State, united, prepare the means, wheie 
they reside, for the murder of or wives and children, and the conflagration of our 
dwellings, and cause, or precure them to be uscd here, through the agency of other 
persons, or by any other instrument, for the accomplishment of those purposes, are 
they less guilty, or ought they to be held less responsible for those diabolical crimes, 
than if they: had conducted them to their consummation in proper person. Al! must 
respond thatthe moral guilt would be equal, nof should the law of the land recog- 
nize any difference, 7 ' 

Then, if it be nct so already, let the law be adopted to the circumstances, and 
manner of the crime. Let it hold equally guilty, and inflict equal penallies on him 
who may, in any other state, write, print, publish, or send, any article of seditions, 
ot insurrectionary tendency, to any person or place in this State; or whe may, know- 
ingly, be directly er indirectly concerned in so doing, as if the same act were perpe- 
trated within dur own borders, And I would further suggest, for consideration, the 
policy of investing the Executive with adequate power, through the medium of re- 
wards, and. such other means, as may be deemed expedient, to procure the arrest, re- 
moval, prosecution and conviction of such offenders, 5 

It may bg objected, however, that such persons as have not been within the limits of 
the state, at the time of perpetrating crime against its inhabitants, would not come 
within the letter of the 2d section of the fourth article of the Constitution, authorising 
the demand of a person charged with crime in one state, who shall have “fled” to 
another. Lam jnclined to consider this objection untenable. The predomiuant rule 
in the constsugtion of all law, is so to construe it, as to carry into effect the object 
and intentiqn, of the framers, if it can be done without doing violence to the language 
employed.. The object of this provision of the Constitution manifestly was to ensure 
the punishment of all persons “charged in any state with treason, feloney, or other 
crime,” who might ‘*be.found in another state,” whither he had absconded, or gone 
from the state, making the charge, or not. The persons, who may be demanded, are 
those who may be charged with ‘treason, feloney, or other crime,” obviously em- 
bracing every description of crime, which can be perpetrated against a state, or its in- 
habitants. The framers of the constitution wére not so unenlightened, as to suppose 
crime could not be committed against a state, or its citizens, without the perpetrator 
being actually, at the time, within her limits, Sufficient has already been said to show 
the converse of such a proposition. But (according to high authority) ‘to flee” can 
as well be defined ‘‘to avoid, to keep ata distance from,” as it may be ‘to depart, to 
leave, or to hasten away.” Taking the whole clause together, it must be understood 
to mean, ‘that‘any individual, who may have committed any crime against one state, 
and may be found in another, may be demanded by the Executive authority of the 
injured or complaining state. TO cles i ` 

Whether this view of the constitutional provision, howevèr, be the true one or-net. 
may be regarded as by no means important to the matter in hand. for, if the states 
which form this Union were separate, independent, and unconnected with each oth- 
er by any compact or confederation, it is a principie of the law of Nations “that all 
have aright to-be governed as they-think proper, and that none have the least au- 
thority to interfere in the government of another state. By this law it is the duty of 
one government to restrain its subjects, or citizens from injury to another; ‘to oblige 
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the guilty to refrain from damage, if that be possible, to inflict on him an eżemplar 
punishment, or, in shert, according to the nature of the case, and the circumstances 
attending it, to deliver him uf to the offended state, there to receive justice. This 
is pretty generally observed with respect to great crimes, or such as are equally con- 
trary to the laws, and the safety of all nations. Assassins, as¢endiaries, and rubbers 
are seized every where, at the desire of the sovereign in the pldce where the crime 
was cammitted, and delivered uf to his justice.” 

Sither urdet the constitution of our own adoption, or the taw of nations, it is confi- 
dently believed to be cur right to-demand, and the duty of osr sister states to déliver 
up to our justice, those who may have any participation, in exciting or it doing that 
which inevitably tends toezcite,a denial spirit of hostility in our owm Ronuseholds, 
scdition, and intestine, servile war, involving the murder of owr families, the devasta- 
tion of our fields, and the conflagration of our dwellings, Bat whatever difference 
of opinion may possibly exist on these questions, if our brethrew of the non-stave- 
holding states (as we confidently hope) still cherish towards-us that fraternals¥mpas 
thy, and regard, which united and sustained our fathers in the ‘toils, privations ant 
perils which won our liberty; if they still consider our ‘National Union” as tht mair 
pillar in the edifice of our real independence, the support of our tranqeility at Home; 
cur peace abroad; of our safety; of oùr prosperity; of that very liberty which we so 
highly prize’—there will be no difficulty in providing’an adequate remedy for any 
such supposed defect, by state legislation, ‘That they will resort to this edurse, if 
they believe it necessary tocarry out the spirit and intention of the Federal Compact, 
may reasonably be anticipated, 

Intimately connected with the views already submitted, may be regarded the ques-" 
tion, whether it would not be sound ‘policy to interdict the further intreduction of 
slaves into our state, for sale or traffic, The number, already, in many parts of the! 
State is large, not to say formidable; and that number Will be necessarily increased 
by emigrants, who have the right to bring them for their own use. Resident citizens, 
too might be permitted to bring slaves-into the State, to be employed in their ser- 
vice. Less danger to the safety of tranquility of the country may be apprehended 
from those introduced in cither of the latter modes, than when they are scught after, 
and brought in merely as merchandize, and fur speculation. Those of the mosti- 
cions characters and propensities, can be most readily purchased, and at the lowest 
prices; consequently the largest profits may be realized by the trader, and specula- 
tor, on those descriptions amongst our citizens, who are stranyers to them, and pur- 
chase merely on appearance and representations, ‘These apprehensions will be fully 
sustained, by reference tothe law of a sister State, which authorizes the Governor, 
with the advice of council, when it shall be deemed expedient, to contract and agree 
with any person or persons, for the sale and purchase of all these slaves who may be 
under sentence of death, for conspiracy, insurrection er other crimes: in other words 
to commute the punishment of death, for the worst crime, for transportation or re- 
moval from the State. It is true that the purchaser will be required to enter into 
bond, with security, to carry out of the United States, all slaves by him purchased, 
who may be under sentence of death; but what security do the citizens of other 
States derive from such an chijgation? How easlly may the condition be evaded with 
impunity? How difficult to identify slaves that have been under sentence of death, 
when romoved a thousand miles from the theatre of their crimes, and the place of 
their conviction? If we have not already amongst us some of those who have been 
engaged in conspiracies and insurrections; in other States, it has not been fot the want 
of the temptations of profit to the trader, er the facility of avoidiig the penalty of 
bringing them here. - 2 

I recommend a careful revision of our patrol law, which seems to bé almost entire- 
ly ineffectual, . I am aware that pénaltins are imposed for a failure to perform the 
duties required, but they have not been sufficient to answer the objects of the law. It 
has occurred to me that if eath ‘patrol-leader were required to take an oath for the 
faithful performance of all the duties enjoined upon him, the effect might be benefi- 
cial. 

I would also suggest the propriety of further legislation in refererice to free persons 
of color, While some of them are sober, industrious and honest, so far as my obser- 
vation has extended, many of them are idle, intemperate and vicious, * The perni- 
cious effects of their bad habits and examples upon our slaves, and the corrupting 
tendency of their intercourse with them, must be well understood by all, -It seems 
to me that it would conduce to our safcty to provide for the arrest of all sueh persons 
of color, as may be found without any regular employment, or addicted to intempe- 
rate habits, and require in the first instance, bond and security for good behaviour, and 
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hey shul not became a public charge. Jt mielt also be proper to enact suitab! 
that tity tihi LOL pecome a PuL Char. oe RUSL aiso [ð prope Dre 
penalticsfor a failure to give such bond, or a breach of its condition, when one slrall 
have been executed. ; 2% 
Another subject to which I fel it my imperative duty to call vour attention Is the 
incfliciency of our statutes against gaming, It must be acknowledged that the Jaw. 
ae it now exists, is wholy inadequate to the purposes intended, else we shoald not so 
often see lawless bands of individuals, infesting-eur cities, towns and villages, appe- 
rently almost careless of concealment, and braving.aud defying public censure. Fhe 
desperate extremities to which the countenance, pr tieration of this crime may Jead, 
have lately been demanstrated ina neighboring State, in a manner that cannot fail to 
arrest the attention of enlightened legislators, Isis cause of gratuiation to perceive 
that public sentiment has tuken the proper directics, at least in the south-west gen- 
em society, those who may choose to resort toa 
cegrading, but if possitle whoily to remove this 
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Eor keep thy er exhibiting gaming tables of tie most dangerous and demoralizing 
tendency, the existi g kw only imposes e fine, or “un failure to pay the same” im- 
prisonnuent fer three inonths. Tris punisauicat is in my opinion, not only inadequate 
tothe character cf-the crime, bet altogether dispreportienea, and unequal to that 
whch is inflicted fircfences similar in principles and iciluwed by consequences far 
less fatal to in@ividuals and jess injurious to society. For larceny cf the lowest grade, 
veur jaw iaSicts punishmen. by stripes; yet, hdw mech leas guilty, is the professional 
gambier, wheswindics a man of his property, by fatsehood, fraud, and systematic ar- 
ufice? If a man’s promerty be taken from him bv theft, his loss may be estimated in 
Gojiars and cents; but af it be fiched From him by gamblers who swindle, it very of- 
ten inyoives cuusidurations far muse important, extending ultimatery tothe loss of cor- 

et moral sense; Uie loss of Ure ecnfilence of society and the less of the victim’s con- 
fidence in hiascif. How often, has the unwary, imprddent and perhaps stil more 
unfortunate -vouth,.Leen led on, step’ by Step, by the aluring wiles and dishonest 
stratagems of the gumbicr, ull he kas Jest his patrimony, or the fruits of 
his own former industry; has lost the esteem of society, and maddened by loss of char- 
acter and fortune been driven to despair and suicide? The man who engages in ga 
minga an exclusive cr chicf pursuit, in effect,‘ahnounces his determination to live by 
Gishonest Means; couscquentiv, he cannot justly complain, if society shall graduate his 
crime and apyortion his punishment according to the level of character, and mora: 
principie he has assumed fer himself, TD have long entertained the opinion, and it has. 
been continually strengthened by observation and reflection that the only cfectua: 
mote GF entirely suppress‘ng this pernicivus cifence is by the ipfiiction of iguominious 
ponishment. This course of treatinent would itis beneved, in due time, deter the 
idle and vici as from Ks adontien as a livelihood, ané respect for their own characters 
would restrai:, others from any participans, in an edonce stamped with ignominy by 
the laws of the land. Sach a measure wouid not be without precedent, in one of the 
most enlightenca States. £ this Union. In Virginia it hasbeen, and is believed to be 
stil the law, ʻo punich on conviction, every keeper orexhibitor of any of the tables 
commoimy call. d ABC, or B O taotles, cr fyro-bauk or any other gaming table of the 
same or Uke kind, under any denenina'tipn whatsoeve , by hard tabor and imprisor- 
ment in the pubic jall and penitentiary house, fora period uot less than one nor more 
two years, besides a fine not exceeding five hundred Getlars, The effect of this lex 
lias no doubt been most salutary. 7 

I would advise that the poiicy here suggested be carried out by such enactments, 25 
to ensure tLe total suppression of billiard tables., “They encourage idleness, promote 
vice, and, in all respects, tend unfavorably to the morals of community. Lotteries, 
and the salvs of lottery tickets, within our State, is. another species of gaming, of 2 
tendency, not the least injurious to society. It would be easy to demonstrate that, if 
a person were to become the purchaser of all the tickets of a lottery, on any pla 
which has fallen under my observation, he would necessarily be Joser to a large 2 
mount, ‘Se pernicious have been the effect of lotteries and the sale of tickets in them 
elsewhere, that some cf our sister states have already entirely prohibited them.— 
Their.exampleis worthy of imitation. 

The present situation, and, recent conduct of the Creek Indians, remaining within 
cur State, seem torequire your consideration. Many of the tribe ‘have taken reser- 
vation, which they have subsequently sold, having squandered the amount of the con 
sideration received, are now destitute of ail means of subsistence, except labor (which 
they are generally unwilling to perform) or by marauding on our citizens amongs 
waom they remain.. Large numbers of them have already beeome paupers, and ya 
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grants, degraded by vice and intemperance, and have committed numerous depreds- 
tion on the’ property, and.acts of violence on the persons, of the white inhabitants, 
which have sometimes terminated in death. The present state of things—and it 
threatens to become worse, cannot,long be tolerated, or borne. Again, many of the 
tribe after selling their-reservation have removed and settled within the limits of the 
Cherokees. It certainly was not conietnplated by the treaty, that these Indians, af- 
ter selling their reservations, shéuid remain amongst us, to the annoyance of our citi- 
zens, anda charge upon our bounty; or by removing from their ewn, ald to the num-~ 
bers of another tribe, whose emigration is equally desirable. Might not the subject, 
in thisaspect, be properly presented to the Government of the United States. - 

In the mean time, would it not be well to ‘provide a more summary mode of trial, 
and punishment, for outrages of the description alluded to? The Courts having je- 
risdiction of such offence, you ure aware, only sit semi-annually; the counties in which 
the crimes are Committed, and must be tried, have not now, noris it probable they 
will have, for seme time tocome, sufficjent jails for the safe keeping of those crimi- 
nally charged; and besides, the expence of keeping large numbers of prisoners ma- 
ny months together would-be extremely. burthensonie to the:State. Again, the mere 
speedy the trial, and punishment of the gailtys the better, would be the effect, in 
producing submission and obenience to the ‘laws, and deterring others from offending 
in like manner.- ` Ae ms eek 

Tt isalso well understood, that some of those, who have heretofore conrposéd a part 
of the Cherokee tribe, have pursued a course in direct conttavention of the terms of 
former treaties, and injuvious’to the right of our state, The'treaties of-1817, and’19, 
each, stipnlated for the allowance of reservations to heads of Indian families, who 
resided, and chose to remain, within the ceded territory. -It is the conditien, on 
which those reservations were granted, to whiclr I wish’ to call your special atten- 
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By the 8th article of the treaty of 1817, it was agreed to give a resefvation of six 
hundred and forty acres of land‘**to each and every head ef any Indian family, resi- 
ding on the east side of the Mississippi river, on the lands that are now, ot may here- 
after be, surrendered to the Unived States; who may wish to become the citizens of 
the United States,” &c. In the 2d article of the treaty of 1809, the United States 
avreed to “allow areservation of 640 acres to each head of any Indian family residing 
within the ceded territory, those enrolled for the Arkansas excepted, who choose to 
become citizens of the United States, in the manner stipulated in said treaty’’—refer- 
ence being had to the before méationed treaty of 1817. ‘Jhe Sd article of the treaty 
uf 1819, after providing for certain other reservations to- individuals, proceeded to 
declare the consideration of those grunts, in the explicit terms which follow: “The 
reservations are made’ on the condition, that those for whom they are intended shall 
notify, in writing, to the’Agent for the Cherokee nation, within six months after the 
ratification of this tréaty, that tt is their intention to continue to reside flermauently 
on the lands reserved.” ‘Now, itis clear, from. the several clauses of those treaties, 
to which I have adverted, that it was the object-and policy of the Government‘of the 
United States to draw off, from the mass of the tribé, as many as would consent} in 
order to diminish the number's emaining in savage life; the.more effectaally to ensnre 
their civilization; and to make them citizens ofthe United States.” To accomplisl: 
these purposes, and byway of inducement tothe Indians, the offer was made, of six 
hundred and forty acres of Jand to each-Cherokee, being the head of an Indian fami- 
ly, whn would consent to become a-citizen, aiid “continue to reside permanently on 
the land reserved.”. The terms were ddepted by the nation, in the solemn form ot 
a treaty, in behalf of such of the tribe as thought proper to avail themselves of 
them; many of them did accept, obtained valdable tracts of Jand, and gave notice of 
their intention to reside permanently on them, as required by the treaty ;—and there- 
by abandoned all claims as members of the tribe. Yet most, if not all, of those who 
took reservations under those treaties, have sold,-and removed from them, in violation 
of good faith, and the express terms on which they were granted. Many of -hem 
have removed withia the present limits of the Cherokees, east of the Mississippi, 
and a portion of them within our own State. Some of those reservees, itis also un- 
derstood, are now Yegarded as official functionaries of the tribe, and seek to control 
its policy. It has also beén intimated from respectable authority, that this course of 
conduct will be still further pursued; that it is contemplated by some of the leading 
Cherokees to relieve themselves from their embarrassinents with a‘state, where they 
reside, by ceding the portion of land within her chartered limits, and removing its 
occupants within our own, Whether the Government of the United States will sub- 
mitto these frauds, and violations of gcod faith, and recognized as members of the 
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Gherokee tribe—those who have heretofore voluntarily, and for valuable considera- 
tions rbandoned a)l claim and right to be so considered, is a question to be determined 
els) „ere. As regards ourselves, it is obvious, that we may, in this manner, if we 
gamely acquiesce, become burthened with the entire population of the Cherokees, 
now occupying parts of Tennessee, North Carolina, and Georgia. It 1s- respectfully 
submitted, for your consideration, whether it is consistent with our rights, or policy, 
to permit any accession whatever to our present Indian population, and whether itis | 
not incumbent on us, by suitable’ provisions, to prevent such intrusion, should it be 

attempted, For further isformation abou subject, I beg leave to refer you to a 
Jetter addressed to me by J.-F. Schermérhorn, Esq. one of the Commissioners of 
the United States, authorized to treat with the Chergkees, and the accompan 
-document, which are herewith présented. | . . 3 i a 

. As often as the subject has been presented and urged upon the National Councils 
by. the Legislature, as well as by’ the people of Alabama and their Representatives, 
T should not feel that-I had discharged my duty, were ltoomit calliagg your atten- 
tion to that portion of the public domain, lyiig within our, mits; which has been of- 
fered for sale, and remainsunsald. . It is estimated that the Indian title has'been ex- 
tinguished to $2,476,780 acres of land in this State. At the close of the year 1831, 
of this quantity there had been sold aceording to anofficial report of the Commission- 
erof the Gereral Land Offiee, but 4,3$5,471-acres; and upto.the present period, it' 
is believed there has not been sold more that 57009,009 ofacres. It is certainly area- 
sonable estimate, that there are remaining unsold 27,000,000 of acres, the greater pore 
tion of which has been offered, and refused at §1°25 per acre. Why hasthis been 
the case? Phat ithas been offercd, without sale, from 12 to 22 years; that the tide 
of emigration has, during that time, been continually flowing into our State; and that 
oar population has increased with a rapidity almost without a parallel, would justify 
the inference that itis not-worth the price demanded; but we know this to be the 
fact, from actual observation, and our intimate acquaintance with the quality and val- 
ue of landin this quarter of the Union. Very Httle, if anv, is worth the minimum 
price, a very large portion is wholy unfit fur cultivation, and consequently, never Can 
be scid for ene forth of that-sum. i : 

Is it confidently believed that the same Views would be asappicable to the same 
class of lands in te other: States, and the Territories. “Phe total quantity, which 
had been offered for sale, in all the States and Territories, at the time before referred 
to, was 150,932,205 acies, of Which unly 26,524,450 acres had been -gdid; leaving 
104,407,755 acres, then offered, unsold, and subject to private entry. This latter 
quantity had been in market from 12to 30 years—perhaps it would be fair to say, an 
uvcrage period of 17 or 18 years. : a : 

- It is the true felicy of the General Government, or is it fas to the new States, to 
contiaue to hold ap this class of tand at the present minimum, for an indefinite peri- 
od? Were it even considered the same policy of the Government to pursue.a course 
which will bring most money into the public coffers—which. cannot be properly ad- 
mitted—rhat will not be advanced by demanding a price, which*cannot be obtained. 
Buch of this land might now command Z5 cents, and some of it 50 cents per acre, 


bat could not be soid for $1 25 in fifty years, if ever? .Itis not obvious that it would 


be better for the Treasury of the nation, ¥ that consideratian’should be the predomi- 
nant one, to self fcr one half, ote third, or one fourth the „present minimum, than to 
keepiton hand twenty, thirty, or more years, paying ‘the expences of the various 
Land Offices, which must be continued, ov further sales be’ wholly suspended, Z 
But, apart from pecuniary considérations, it can never be sound policy ia any Go- 
vernment to extort from its own citizens extreme prices for such portions of the pub- 
lic domain, as are required for the purposes of’ cultivation. Jt is at variance with the 
course pursued by all other civilized nations. Their policy has been to encourige 
the settlement and cultivation of the soil, by grants for considerations merely nominal, 
or by-pure donations. ie S Flees. = os Pe og 
The greater portion of the pubiic domain was obtained by cession from thé original 
States. The several compacts show that the chief inducements were to provide the 
means of paying the debt incurred by the war of the revolution, the establishment of 
new States, and the suppression of controversies among the States, growing oyt of 
Territorial claims. The leading object has been accomplished. We no longer owe 
a national debt, and have a superabundanf revenue, ` No Government ever occupied 
a situatien more proud, or enviable; none ever had the power to be more liberal to the 
citizen, But the peaple of Alabama do not ask a donation ef the public lands, they 
only desire, and expect to obtain them for a just and fair equivalent, ` 
Although the people of the new states, in convention, were required, as a condi- 
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tion precedent to their admission into the Union, to ‘forever disclaim all right and ti- 
tle to the waste and unappropriated lands lying within the Territories” respectively; 
and also to agree ‘‘that the same should be, and remain at the sole and entire disposi- 
tion’of the United States”—it cannot be pretended-that the General Government was 
thereby released from all obligation to sell, or from the obligrtion to sell on a resona- 
ble time. Much as the new states were required to concede, as the price of their ad- 
mission, they never would have agreed that three-fourths, or perhaps four-fifths of 
the soil within their limits should forever remain the property of the United States. 
The very terms of the compacts, between the New States and the General Govert- 
ment, by which the former agreed not to interfere with the frimary disposal of soil, 
and not to tax land sold by the Uuited States ‘for the term of five years from and 
after the respective days of the sales thereof,” not only implied a pledge, on the 
part of the latter, to sell, but also, to sell on just and reasonable principles. Why. 
speak of sales by the United States, and restrain the States from selling, or taxing 
for a limited period after the sale, unless there was an understanding, that the | for- 
mer should sell, To refuse to sell, at all, would violate the compact; to fix a price 
at which the land will not sch, is equally a violation of its spirit. Is there any differ- 
ence in effect, between a total suspension of sales, anda law which establishes, as the 
minimum price, four, five, and in many instances, ten times the value of the public 
land? Itmust be admitted that each must prevent sales, and, in the same degree, re- 
tard the settlement, growth and prosperity of a State. Would it not be advisable to 
make another appeal to the justice of the General Government, calling for a fulfil- 
; ment of the spirit of our compact, and the adoption of a more just and liberal policy? 
` At the same time it might be expedient to confer with, and consult our brethren of 
the other new states, and, if they should agree in the views we entertain, invite their 
co-operation in such measurcs as may tend to secure our rights, and advange our in- 
terest. - : -£ : 
Amongst other conditions embraced by the act of Congress for our admission into 
the Union, itis declared ‘That the section numbered 16 in every township, and when 
| such section has been sold, granted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto, 
| and most contiguous to the same, shall be granted to the inhabitants of such township 
| for the use of schools? It is apparent, that while this clause was.designed and cal- 
culated to-facilitate the sale of the public lands, it was also intended to provide, and 
secure, 2 permanent fund for the support of primary schools, so indispensable to the 
cause of education among the poor, and that intelligence which is the surest basis of 
| freeinstitutions, So careful were the framers of this law to effectuate an object se 
; important and desirable, that they declared “when such section had been sold, gran- 
| ted, or disposed of, other lands equivalent thereto,” dc. should be granted to the in- 
habitants of such township, It certainly was intended that the inhabitants of po 
| township should be withou te means of supporting a school, to be derived from this 
source, yet there is an important defect in the provision. The sixteenth section in ma- 
i my townships is wholly sterile, unfit for cultivation, and without any value whatever, 
tonsequentiy, while the inhabitants of some townships have ample funds arising from 
the sixteenth sections, fo carry into effect the laudable object contemplated by Con- 
gress, those of other townships are wholy destitute of any such fund. It must have 
been intended, in the exercise of this enlightened munificence, to preserve something 
like just equality among the citizens of different townships, else no provision would 
have been made to supply the deficiency in those where the sixteenth section had 
“been sold, granted, or‘disposed of.” Iam aware that this subject has been hereto- 
fore broughtbefore Cengress, yet it cannot be improper to remind them of a claim so 
| manifestly founded in justice. 

It is our good fortune to inhabit a state, which abounds in natural advantages, that. 
will compare favorably with those of any other. Extending from’ below the thirty- 
first to the thirty-fifth degree of latitude, it embraces as much variety of soil, as‘al- 
most any other, not only capable of producing the great staple, which constitutes so 
valuable a portion of the exports of our country, but almost every thing else, which 
| conduces to the comfort or luxury of man. Nature has furnished an unusually large 

portion of the state with navigable streams, which afford facilities for the transporta- 
| tion of the agricultural products of citizens residing in proximity to them; as well as 
| for bringing to them the productions ahd manufactures of other regions.. Those riv- 
| ers, however, itis believed, in every instance, present obstructions to navigation, at 
some seasons of the year, far below the points, to which, by the judicious application 
of the means within oer power, they might be rendered, subservient tothe interest 
and convenience of our citizens, As you are aware, operations have been in progress 

or several years, to obviate obstructions prcrented by the Muscle Shoals to the navis 
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gatien of-the Tennessee River.- It is believed, the funds placed at the disposal of the 
Commissioners, have been discreety and judiciously applied, and that this important 
work has advanced, as successfully as could have been anticipated; but I hope to have 
it in my powerat an early day to lay before you, information on this subject, of a more 
precise and satisfactory nature. , vo 

But the most formidable obstruction to the commerce and intercourse of our fellow 
citizens of the State at large, is that which divides the northern, from the southern 
part of our state. The people of the northera counties have no channel for the trans- 
portation of the fruits of their soll, and products of their industry, but the circuitons, 
hazardous, and expensive roate, through the Tennessee, Ohio, and Mississippi rivers, 
to the city of New Orleans, Whilst our staple production is tediously floating down 
these streams, the price may, and often does, fluctuate again and again; and although 
his crop may be embarked with a fair prospect of realizing a just remuneration, for 
the toil and industry of the planter, he is frequently disappointed, and sustains heavy 
Yosses—even should his crop reach the distant market, uninjured, At the same time, 
the profits and advantages of this commerce are entirely lost to our own seaport. This 
obstruction, it is confidently believed, can be overcome by enterprize, with the aid of 
science. Itis deemed entirely practicable to construct a rail road from some point on 
the Tennessee, to another on the waters of Mobile Bay, to which Steam-Boat naviga- 
tion is wholy unobstructed. 

Several distiact routes for this great improvement have been favorably spoken olf, 
each of which has its zealous advocates, and may be practicable. Its construction 
from any given poist, in the valley cf the Tennessee, would undoubtedly advance the 
immedizte interest of those in its vicinity, in a greater degree, than thatof ethers, 
more remote, All, however, in that quarter ci the state would be greatly benefitted, 
wha’ever might be the point of departure; for, with the aid of the Tennessee river, 
and the rail-road of the valley, their products could easy be carried from every part, 
The southern division of the state would be affected in like manner. Some counties- 
and some neighborhoods would derive greater advantages from a particular route, 
than others, Bat shall we decline an enterprise, fraught with such idcalculable ad, 
vantage to the whoie, because all cannot participate equally in its benefits? very 
liberal minded, and enlightened citizen will aaswer this question in the negative, 

In.what manner shal we determine the location of the rail-road? If it be conce- 
ded thatthe work should be done, it is fair and just that all should assent to that loca- 
tion, which will probavly be most ge:eraliy beneficial, taking into view the facility 
with which it can be accomplished, and the comparative expense. This can only be 
ascertained by actual survevs, and estantes cf the expense of each, by a scientific 
and practical Engineer, i 

After some refiecticn, and considevaticu of the subject, I have concluded that an im- 
portant step in this matter would be to provide for, and appoiné such an officer, at ap 
adequate and fixed salary, for such term of years, as would afford ample time fora 
thorough examination of every part of our state, where such improvements may be 
deemed necessary, and practicable. Let the Engineer bea man, whose character for 
science, integrity,and experience, will command the confidence of all. In this man- 
ner, the resources of our state might be fully developed, and its capabilities actually 
ascertained; and thus tlc Legislature would be enabled to act with enlightened and 
discriminating judgement, upon the various plans and improvements, which might be 
presented for the adoption. If the state is to construct, er take part in the construc- 
tion of any work of this description, this course would appear to be an indispensable 
preliminary to such a measure, and if not, we should at least have the merit of open- 
ing the field of improvement to individual enterprise. It would also have the effect 
of settleing the public mind, now vascilating between different routes, tand plans; 
and might probably, concentrate opinions and energies upon some one,,or more, great 
leading work. : e 

The advantages of a rail-road communication, between the Tennessee river, and 
qhe waters of Mouile Bay, are so obvious, that it is wholy unnecessary to dwell apon 
them, on this occasion. It is sufficient to say, it would bring together the commerce 
of the two extremes of the state. Jt would enable the planters of the northern coun 
ties to choose their market; and, if they thonght proper to select that of Mobile, they 
could reach it with their crops, in fewer days, than it now requires weeks to trans- 
port them to New Orleans, They could thus avail themselves of the advantages of 
the.early market, as readily as their fellow-citizens on the banks of the Tombecbee 
Black Warrior, or Alabama, almost without risk, and at less cost. With this, and 
some other improvements of less magnitude, which would speedily follow in its traip, 
Mobile would become the Commercial Emporium of our entire State, and also, of 
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Bast Tennessee, and portions of middle Ténnessee, western Virginia, and. Georgia.— 
The citizens of ourssouthern country would almost become the neighbors of. the in- 
habitants of the mountains, and obtain their rich and varied productionsagricultu- 
ral, mineral, and mannfactured—in exchange for those of their own more genial clime, 
The geographical, and sectional names and divisions, by which we are now distin- 
guished, would gradually disappear and become annihilated. Indentified -in interest, 
we should assimilate in character, harmonize in feelings, and become emphatically 
one people. 

Whilst most of our sister states are now actively engaged in the improvement of - 
their internal condition, and in the creation of new facilities of intercourse, hót only 
amongst their own citizens, but with other parts of the Union, let us not content our- 
selves as mere idle spectaters of their enterprize and wisdom. This is the season of 
our political youth, as wellas of our agricultural and commercial prospefity: let us 
not spend it in idle hesitation, or inglorious sloth. Let us always bear in mind, that 
the benefits and advantages of such improvements, great as they are, are not confin- 
ed to ourselves, or the present generation, but will descend to our children and.poster- 
iy. 7 3 

a itioneh the subject has been repeatedly, presented by my distinguished prede> 
cessor, I cannot close this communication without expressing the earnest hope that 
you will take under consideration, and remedy the imperfections of our criminal code. 
The constitution, which we are all bound to observe and support, declares that ‘It 
shall be the duty of the General Assembly, as soon as circumstances will permit, to 
form a penal code, founded on principles of reformation, and not of vindictive justice.” 
It is respectfully submitted, for your consideration, whether the time has not arrived, 
for carrying into effect the humane object of the framers of our constitution. The 
disparity between the crime, and the punishment infticted, is, in many istances, im- 
politic, if not revolting in the feelings of humanity. To punish the crime of making, 
or knowingly passing, a counterfeit dollar, or the crime of forgeing, or knowingly 
passing a forged bill, or note, for the smallest amount, in the same degree that we 
punish the highest crime of which man is capable, can never be reconciled to our 
sense of equal and impartial justice. Itis always desirable that public sentiment 
should approve and sustain the justness, and propriety of the punishment infticted.— 
When this is not the case, abhorrence for the crime is too often lost in sympathy for 
the victim. The disproportion of the punishment, to the offence, also, frequently de- 
feats one of the most important principles of criminal justice—that is, the certainty 
of punishment. The reformation of the offender should ever be kept in view, as far 
as practicable; if we lose sight of this consideration, and look tothe prevention of 
crime only, I am satisfied that the certainty of receiving a lower degree of punish- 
ment would often deter the perpetrator, who is otherwise led on, relying on its uncer- 
tainty, in the various chances of escape, through the sympathy of the jury, the hu- 
manity of the court, and the lenity of the Executive. Entertaining these sentiments, 
I have felt it alike due to you, and to myself, thus candidly but respectially, ‘to intimate 
them, If however, our criminal laws should be permitted to remain asthey are, f 
shall consider my individual opinions overruled by your better judgement, and the 
will of the community, of which I am but a member, and shall endeavor to see the 
laws (however I might desirc them changed) faithfully executed. - :

I only ask for 
them vour’ candid deliberation, and such indulgence, as may be considered due to a 
sincere and anxious desire to promote the welfare aud happiness of those, who have 
continued us their agents. Inthe further prosecution of the public business, I tendér 
you my most zealous co-operation: and take this eccasion to invite that freedom of in- 
tercourse, and unreserved interchange of opinion, on all matters of public concern, 
which should ever characterize co-ordinate departments, having incharge the rights 
and interests of the same community. With united councils, and with the continued 
favor of that superintending Providence, whose protection is required by nations, as 
well as by individuals, we may hope toelevate stiil higher the character of our State 
and advance still further the prosperity ef her generous and enlightenedcitizens.

No government he 
heen establigned on thoee lands. and there ure no permanent white inhabitants. Wes: 
of Si-scouri and Arkansas is tne country set apart by the United States, as a residente 
for such Indians as may be removed from the eastern side of the Mississippi river.— 
The remaining Western lands, hie bevond the country to which the Indian titles have 
een extinguished, and extent te the Pacific ocean, including the Recky mountains. 
‘The tile of this vast country has been obtained by the Louisiaaa treaty, —liscoveries 
onthe Western coas: and exploring the,interior under the aáthority of the United 
States, : 

The United States acquired title to her lands, by treaties of purchase, and cessions 
irom diferent S:ates of the Union. Tae treaty of 1785, with Great’ Britain, which 
acknowledged our independence, designated the Mississippi riveras the Westem 
boundary of the States. In 1803, by the Louisiana treaty, the United States ar- 
quired the tract of conntry by that name extending tothe Pacific ocean, without any 
boundary on the northern coast ofthe Pacific. By the Florida treaty of 1819, the 
Weste:n-boundary of the United States. south of the thirty-first degree of north Jati- 
tude, was &xed at the Sabine river. The Northern boundary ofthe public domais 
has not been finaliy settled from the Lake to the Pacific, but the 49 degree of north 
latitude has been assumed as nearly correct. 

‘The dissatisfaction which existed ia the minds cf the American peopic, after the 
ratification of the articles of confederation, respecting the Western and unappropra! 
ted lands of different States of the confederacy, occasio.ed those states to cede to the 
government ot the United States Jarge and valuable tracts of Western lands, N. York 
set the example by her act of cession of the 1st March 1781. On the Ist March 1784, 
Virginia ceded her claim which extended over the whole region North West of the 
river Ohio, outof which several states have been formed. On the 19th ef April 
1785,puassachusetts ceded her claim, and on the 18th, of September 1786, Connec- 
ticot hers, “These several cessions gave tothe United States an undisputed title to all 
the country North West of the river Obio. In 1789, the state of North Corolma

ceded that tract of gouñtry which now forms the state of Tentessee, subiect toa va- 
viety of claims. Congress, in 1896, ceded to Tennessee a- considerable part of the 
ablic land in that state, for the improvement of literature and science. The residua 
still belongs to the United States, so far as it has not been taken tip by certain claims 
provided for by the act ofcession, but no Land Office has ever heen opened by the 
| United States, nor have the.jands been surveyed under the authority of the Gerieral 
, Government. i 
| By an act of the state of South Carolina of 1787, she ceded tothe United States her 
laims to Western lands. ‘The cession of Georgia was necessary for the amicable 
adjustment of the (idle. In 1802, a compact was entered intogbetween the United 
| States and the state of Georgia, by which the former acquired.all the claim of the 
latter to the lands west of the present western boundary of Georgia. The United 
States were to extinguish the Indian title east of that line as sobon as it could be done. 
This is the ground of the title of the United States tothe lands in the states of Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama. 

Objects of the highest importance have been effected by the treaties under which 
the lands were ptirchased, and the value of the public domain is far inferior to the 
political advantages of the Louisiana and Florida treaties.

Total receipts for the public domain, - =- + . $57,592,267 
This presents a gain to the United States on account of her public lands, after pay- 
ing back the purchase money, interestfon the same, expenses for surveying, and 
managing the public Lands of $3,122,556, ` Be A f 
The principal object which the government of the United States hatin view, in the 
purchase of Louisiana, and Florida, was jurisdiction, and the protection of our com- 
merce, The valley of the Mississippi was settled by a persevering and‘ active pop- 
ulation, who had no.market for their produce except down the Mississippi river, 
the mouth of which ‘was owned by a foreign power. To obviate the difficulties of 
passing the western produce through the dominion, of a foreign government, to the 
Gulf of Mexico, indyced the govérnment of the Upitéd States to purchase Louisiana, 
The great extent of sea coast which surrounded Florida, in the possession, and under 
the governmnnt of Spain, prevenfed that commerce, so necessary for the prosperity 
of a free people. ‘Fo facilitate a free communication with the Gulf of Mexico, and 
the Atlantic ocean, onthe Southern border of our government, it was thought advis- 
able to possess ourselves of Florida. It was notfor the purpose of enriching the 
Treasury ofthe United, States that those purchases were made; it was to remove 
from our borders kingly government, adverse te our republican institutions; it was 
toextend the mild influence of ourown government over those delightful regions.of 
the south and west, and invite our citizens to settle upon and cultivate the lands: - 
The lands which were ceded by the individdal States, to the government of the 
United States were intendod to aid in the payment of the debt of the revolution; and 
it was a distinct provision of the cession that go soon ‘ag’ the number of population 
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„which might ecttle upor the lands thus ceded called for it, that new States shoutd be 
organised and receiv-d into the Union upon an equal footing with the old anes. Ken. 
tacky, Tennessee, Ghin, Illinois, Louisiena, Missouri, Mississippi and Alabama have 
been admitted into the Union, and Michigan has formed a constitution and will be 
admitted awember of the confederacy during the present session of Congress. The 
pioneers of this country arc, generally, a poor, but meritorious class of people. They 
settle upon the publi: lands, clear fields, make roads, and render the turther settle. 
ment of the country easy by those who come after them. Land Offices have been 
opened in allthe new brates, except Tennessee, and lands have been sold, bnt very 
litte, however, in comparison with the whole amount, his been sold before the ad- 
mission ofthe States imo the Union, The cause is obviors, the price is too high, 
Some cithe most choice lands are purchased at, or near the government price, and 
the balance, being of an inferior quality, remains vacant, and will continue to do so, 
until the price is graduated ta carrespand with tne quality, ; 

The public lands were early considered a source of revehue. On the 20th of May 

1785, an ordinance was passed by the Congress of the confederation in relation to the 
disposition of the Western territory. This is the first act to be found upon record on 
the subject. A few sales only were made uader inis act. The United States by spe. 
cial contract sold to the state of Pennsylvania, an tie 4th of September 1788, 262,167 
acres, for $157,646: to the “Ohio Land Compiny,” two millions of acres lying oa 
the Muskingum and Ohio rivers, before the adoption of the constitution, which was 
rferwards recuced toless than one million, Toese lands, in the richest portien of 
the west, were sod fur 65 2 3 cents per acre: to John Cleaves Simmons on the Miami 
river, in Quio, cne million cf acres, reduced tu 245,540 acres. ‘hese lands aiforded 
the Brst settlement made in che noth western territory. 
i The system ci disposing of the pablic lands as it now exists, was laid by the passage 
of an act of Congress onthe 1¢th of May 1800, which has been medified frem time 
iotimesinee. “Lhe lands are acerately surveyed by the Genera! Government before 
sales, ia which the exccnence of the pian censists, and the purcuaser examines them 
before he buys. This prevents conflicts amongst purchaseas by claiming the same 
jand under different grants; an error which has existed to an alarming extent m 
kentucky und Tennessee, where the whole surface of the counti ys ‘shingled over” 
by different grants, requiring years of litigation to determine who is enttied to tie 
land. 

‘She pubiic lands should not be retained asa source of public revenue. The na- 
tional debt is paid, aud the treasury is filled to overfowing with im posts. “Che wealth 
and prosperity of a nation, depend uponthe wealth and prosperity of her ciuzens, 
Lands are the worst property a stale can possess; they are more proper fer the cits 
zens, than the government ofany country. Jn the possession of the state they are 
useless and unpraductive, but in the hands of the citizens they are the source of pros- 
perity and wealth. The sale of the land-can take place but once, but the revenue 
which will accrue to the government of the United States, by placing her lands in the 
use and occupation of her citizens, the taxesthey will pay, the increase in wealth 
which they will produce, will be an ever increasing source of wealth apd power to the 
-povernment, infinitely superior to the pittance received for the land. 

‘At the time of the revolution. we had three millions of population; now, ‘we have 
‘fifteen millions. The lands which have been sold by the government of the United 
States in the course of fifty years have forthe agricultural pursuits of ‘this vast in- 
crease of population, amounted tono more than $57,592,267, nett; which wall leave a 
balance in favor of the United States, on account of public lands $3,122,406. The 
lands which sustain and enrich fifteen millions of persons, have afforded to the goav- 

ernment of ihe United States, the sum above mentioned—abcut one million of dollars 
annually! and the same population in the same time have paid in taxes $700,000,000! 
This shews that they can never form anitem of revenue. The exorbitant calcula- 
tions of.enriching the government by herlands are proved to be falacious, and there 
can be but one opinipn upon this subject, atthisday. The amount of revenue to be 
derived from the lands should not weigh one feather in disposing of them. In accor- 
dance with the judgment of the President, expressed in his annual message of Decem- 
ber 1831, this committee are of opinion that “the wealth and strength of a country 
ure its population, and the best part of that population cre the cultivators of the soil 
Independent farmersare, every where, the basis of society and true friends of 
liberty. ** «Our true palicy is, that the public lands shall cease, as sson as practica: 
ble, to be a source of reyenue, and thabthey should be sold to settlers, in limited par- 
Gecis, at a price barely sufficient to reimburse the United States the &xkpense of ths 
present system, and the cost arising under our Indian compact.” ~~" ‘ 
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A report hy the Secretary of the Treasury, of the United States of the 29d January 
1833, shews that the Indian and foreign titles had then been extinguished to 301,065,- 
600 acres of laud in the limits of the organished States and territories, Ofthis, there 
had been offered for sale on the 31st December 1831, 130,952,205 acres; and 26,524, - 
450 acres had been sold! The land which had heen offered at public auction and net 
sold at $1 25, was 104,407,755 acres, which has been on hand and subject to entry 
from twelve to thirty years. `

To the Senate: The bil to be entitled an act to repeal in part an act requiring the 
alternation of the jadises of the circuit courts was presented to me on the 8th instant. 
The apparent abject and the clfect of this bill is to repeal so much of the law referred 
toas requires und makes it the duty of the judge of the first judicial circuit so to al- 
ternate as not to hold the courts of that circuit for two courts in seccession. I disclaim 
any desire to interfere with measures generally which have received the sanction of 
the two houses of the General Assembly on the mere ground of expediency, but there 
are circumstances somewhat peculiar coanected with this bill to which I feel bound 
to call your atterticn. Iam informed (and do not doubt the truth of the information) 
that an individual nearly related to the presiding judge of the first judicial circuit 
stands charged in one of the counties of that circuit with a capital crime, the degree 
of relationship as it is understood would render the judge incompotent to preside on 
the trial. Ifthe bill were to become a law it would depend on the mere discretion of 
the judge of the circuit, whether the court should be held by one competent to try 
the case. 

The ccnsequences which might result even from the delay of forwarding a competent 
court for the trial of the case alluded to will be apparent to your honorable body—. 
without intending to charge that the judge of the circuit would improperly exercise 
the discretion with which it is propoxed to invest him—or to sive any opinion on the 
guilt or innocence of the accused, I think it reasonable that public justice should if 
possible always be beyond the reach of contingencies. Under these views I have felt 
bound to withhold my assent to the bill and with due deference return it to the Senate 
in which it originated. C. CG. CLAY. -
